An improvement io the situation in Ireland was indicated by 
the Lord Chancellor in & speech in the House of Lords in the course, 
of which be said there was every reason to believa that pablic 
opinion in Irelsod was consolidating itself behind the Provisional 
Government. This tendency was being hastened by the bigh-band- 
ed and lawless acts committed by the recalcitrant section of tho 
‘Repablican Army. 

The Lord Chancellor asserted that the Provisional Government's 
authority was at present recognised over the greater part of the 

. South, but two or three districts were in a state of complete dis- 
sffection in consequence of the attitude of the pro-Republican 
military forces.

until a vote Is taken. The opening speeches stressed the importance 
to America of the abrogation of the Angl:-Japanese Alliance, bat 
the irreconcilables declared that the Alliance was extended by the 
inclusion of America and France. Senatok Borah asked whether 
she Pacific Treaty abrogated, nullified or modified the Lansing- 
Ishii agreement. Senator Underwood replied in the affirmative, pat 
a resolution requesting information’on the sabject from the Pre 
sident was finally passed with the assent of the Republicans. In the 
course of the debate Senator Lodge described the Treaty as the most 
important matter at present before the. country and declared that 
the majority party intended to keep it contingous!y before the Senate 
until disposed of. Some ef.the Democrats are attacking Senator 
Lodge, but it is considered that the mass of the American yeople 
will accept the Treaty wish its compulsion agreements and is in- 
clined to resent the time wasted in political hairsplitting when very 
important domestic questi:ns await action. The attitade of the 
saner and more cautious Democrats is supported by a statement 
by Mr. Bryan that the Treaty is mre an imitation of his. contri- 
bution to foreign affairs when he was Weeretary of State, and Demo- 
crats showld find a campaign issue in the domestic field.

when the initistive is taken by 
any of the opposition. 

The new party now being pro-

The Governor in opening the 
conference referred to the ex- 
ploitation of labour by the politi- 
cian for political purposes, and 
quoted the words of grave warn- 
ing uttered by the spokesmen of 
the Assam-Benga!

Now that the strike is over, we find that there isa 
fairly widespread tendency amongst Europeans to cast 
blame either upon the Government or the shipowners, or 
both. [n our opinion, whatever we may individually think 
of the settlement arrived at, it is utterly idle and futile. 
in the face of accepted conditions, te indulge in recrimua- 
ations of this character. As we have already obserred, 
the parties to the dispute have adjusted their, differences. 
That is the central. and the fundamental fact. and 
criticism of what has been agreed upon can serve 20 
useful purpose. Some of us may be disappointed at the 

“nature of the settlement, but. geerng that it w & settlement, 
to grumble about it is very much akin to crying over spilt 
milk. This particular strike is over. Let us be content 
to regard it asa thing that has passed, except insofar as 
we may: learn from its lessons something which will have a 
future value. ; 

Ags we see the situation, the moment calls for con- 
structire comment rather than destroctive criticism. 
Instead of bemozaing the past, let us analyse the present 
opportunities for the purpose of seeing what can be done 
fo prevent-2 recrudescence of the troubles from which the 
Colony has just emerged” Can we take precautions for 
the iuture? If so, on what lines should we proceed? In 
this connection, we feel that we cannot at this juncture do 

: better than recall the fact that at, the conclusion of the 
Jast'coal strike at Elome, a strong Labour deputation wart- 
ed on Mr. Liovd George and pointed out to bim the utter 
srastefulness of strikes and the absurdity of seekin 
by such cumbersome means to’ settle industr 2 
disputes. Moreover. that . deputation showed that 
the process both of the strike and the lock-out 
had proved altogether too costly under ex- 
isting social conditions; and these Labourites urged 
the establishment, by enactment, o 
tion authority to which both employer and employed would 
have access when disputes arose. The Premier showed 
himself sympathetic to the point raised by the deputation. 
but stated that the matter was of such vital importance 
that it would need serious consideration before action were 
taken. ‘ 

Now, ig not this idea of a compulsory Court of Arbitra- 
tion, set up by legislative enactment, with its decisions 
having ‘the binding authority of law, the solution of the 
‘Jocal problem ? If it cam be recommended for a country 

~ of the extent of Britain, where there is such a wide diversity 

of labour problems, how much easier of application yould 
it be to Hongkong, where we are all in such intimate touch 
one with another? No more ideal spot for a trial of the 
experiment could be imagined, Acceptance of the idea 
- would automatically involve the making of strikes and 
lock-outs illegal, and would compel the parties to any 
labour dispute to come before the established arbitration 
tribunal. In effect, it would mean that the State would 
take charge of industry in the matter of equity of pay 
(having regard to the cost of living and the value of 
services rendered) and in the general conditions of labour, 
where agreement between employer and employed could not 
be otherwise attained. . _ 

Such a step as we are advocating would, we feel sure, 
be to the final benefit of capital and labour alike. Had 
such a Court of Arbitration been in existence two months 

ago, this - Colopy would have been spared the 
uphappy .-experience through which it has just 
passed. The magnitude of the . material losses 
which the recent’ strike: caused, both to Hongkong and 
“ to South China generals, provides @ reason’ why this 
suggestion should : thoroughly explored—jto say nothing 
of the even greater potential injury 10 other-directions 
which might have sprung up.

Paying Posts. 
When Lord Reading . was 
appointed Viceroy of India lest 
sear, it was generally anticipated 
that Sir Gordon Hewart, the 
Attorney-General, would succeed 
to the Lord Chief Justiceship. 
The prophets were astray, bat 
Sir Gordon has not had long to 
wait, the then appointee having 
retired sfter less than & year’s 
occupancy. Attached to this 
high office is a stipend of £3,000 
a yest, which, however, will 
probably masn & considerable 
monetary loss to the er-Attorney- 
General. The Law Offcarships 
are among the cost lucrative 
posts going. Thirty years ago 
the Attorney-General and the 
Solicitor-General were paid the 
fixed salaries of £6,000 and £5,000 
respectively oma full-time basis. 
Thin was sorely fsitly good 
remuneration. After this the Law 
Officers were allowed to 
take private practice. Again the 
system was changed, no private 
practice being allowed, but libaral 
fees were granted in addition to 
the salaries being increase] by a 
thousand pounds apiece.
